New Brockton Council receives water board update

New Brockton Mayor Charles 
Cole presented crucial news 
from the town’s water board to 
council. members | Monday 
evening, Dec. 2, during the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the 
council, 

Cole said Enterprise is buying 
Out the Clintonville Tabernacle 
Water Authority, and the Town of 
New Brockton has a “good faith” 
agreement with Enterprise that it 
Will continue to buy water from 
the town for 10 years ip to 
$3,200. 

He said New Brockton would 
have liked to buy the water 
authority especially since the 
town invested in a water well to 
supply the area; however, ‘that 
Was not the case, and the town 
Will now hive to dépend on the 
200d taith agreement, 

“Once Enterprise decides they 
don’t want to buy water from us, 
we have a water well we don't 
need,” Cole said. “Some where 
along the line we are going to 
have no choice but to increase 
the water rates. 

He added that the water board 
signed the good faith agreement 
with Enterprise on the advice of 
ils attorney. 

Cole said the water board will 
discuss water rates at its next 
working session which will be 
Monday evening, Dec, 16, 

With the Christmas holiday 
approaching, Cole requesting 4 
one-time pay raise for town 
employees. 

In his request, the mayor asked 


that the full time employees 
receive $50 and the- part time 
employees receive $25, 

Council member Ron 
McMonagle provided a motion 
to. that. effect; however, he 
stressed that the $50 and $25 be 
what the employees. receives 
after any. taxes have been deduct- 
ed.

Coffee County receives grant 
for paving of County Road 359

The .°) -Coffee County 
Commission conducted its busi- 
ness quiekly Monday. morning, 
Dec: 9, during its: regular 
bimonthly meeting with only a 
few matters being brought up 
for discussion. 

John Tallas, director of the 
Cotfee “County — Emergency 
Management Agency (EMA), 
addressed the commission with 
an EMA update, Tallas covered 
several issues. including 4 
Department of Justice grant 
program, homeland, security, a 
multi-jurisdictional: mitigation 
plan and disaster warning sys- 
fems. 

In regards to the warning sys- 
tems, Tallas, had news of 
increased numbers for the coun- 
ty. 

He- said) two new. outdoor 
warning sirens have recently 
been erected with one in the Ino 
community and one in the 
Battons community. According 
to Tallas, this brings the coun- 
ly’s total to-18 warning sirens. 

Tallas. also osaid he~ has 
ordered two more sirens which 
will. allow him to put one in the 
Tri-Communities area and one 
inthe Goodman community. 

As for 2003, -he suid plans are 
to order two more. outdoor 
sirens to allow one to be placed 
in the Basin community and one 
in the Pine Level community. 

The county's maintenance 
supervisor, Phil Rugg, informed 
commissioners of a continued 
problem with the drainage at the 
county jail in’ which he said 
someone is flushing bed sheets, 
towels, into the system. to 
slop it up, 


etc 
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Ruge said his Apartment 
spent over 20 hours ‘last week 
end’. cleaning the .- sewage 
drainage at the jail. He suid this 
problem cost the county several 
dollars in employee overtime 
pay and cleaning materials.

Alabama 
Department of Transportation 
to allow the paving of County 
Rd. 359, 

Westbrook made the motion 
to thateffect with asecond from 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks, 
and it pissed by a unanimous 
vote, 

Tindell also requested. a reso 
lution be approyed to take 
County Rd. 359 i priority’ on 
the list of county roads to be 
paved contingent upon the 100 
percent funding it will receive 
through the grant 

Westbrook made the motion 
for Tindell’s request with a sey 
ond from. Commission chan 
man Robert Stephens, and it 
ulso pussed by a unanimous 
yole 

Belore moving on, 
Commissioner Jim Thompson 
contirmed with Tindell that he 
Will have an- additional crew 
working on other roads at the 
same time County Rd. 359 is 
being paved,

“Approved 4 motion to pury 
chase an adjoining piece of 
property for the Senior Ciuzen 
Center in the Ino community.
